The 
background of the reverse is similar to the background of the 
obverse in design and four Armenian letters. The ornamental 
value numerals appear on the right side of the note. The ob- 
verse is dated August (ABrYCTb) 1919. The reverse is dated 15 
January (AHBAPA) 1920. The signature is stamped on the reverse; 
the colors of ink vary: violet, black, orange or red brovn.

The text is in Armenian. The supplementary languages are French 
and Russian. Ancient Armenian allegory with modern technology 

is combined to reproduce very attractive modern notes which 

draw a very sharp contrast from the Armenian paper notes pre- 
sented up to now. Since 16 April 1375, the downfall of the Cili- 
cian Armenian kingdom, this was the first time a legal tender 
currency appeared with the Armenian inscription: gUusuUSUUh 3Uv- 
ruqusnn@hhy (REPUBLIQUE ARMENIENNE)., They all were printed in 
1919 by Waterlow & Sons Limited, Londres, Angleterre.

Serial numbers in black and at the bottom to the 
left and right of twin peaked Mount Ararat. 
Reverse: Green, dark green, rose. The right claw of 
a dark green eagle with both wings open, is hold- 
ing a sword upright on the tail of a snake cut 
into two. The left claw is holding the head of 
snake down. Two fishes at the bottom left and right.

Obverse: Violet, green, dark yellow. Allegorical 
dragons top left and right, bottom left and right. 
Two angels left and right uplifting a torch with 
their right arms; with their left arms a sword 
pointing downward. Left feet of both angels bent 
backward. Right toes stepping on the bottom drag- 
ons. Value letters in violet and numerals in green. 
Serial numbers in black top left and right. 
Reverse: Violet, light green, gold. A young woman 
in violet color is sitting and spinning. A gold 
circle around her head. Light green value numerals 
placed on the top of two dragons occupy the right 
side of the note. A light green lion's head with 
violet wings sits on the top of value numerals.

+ These notes, overprinted in USA dollars on the reverse have been 
noticed in the USA. The genesis of the new republic took place 
after the Armenian messacres, destruction and looting of Armenian 
property. Armenia was full of orphans and refugees. This writer can 
only assume that the notes were overprinted with the sole intention 
of fund raising for the infant republic who was struggling for her 
survival. 
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
